John Bassett Moore, the distinguished 
authorfty on «international law end di- 
plomacy, had resigned ‘from the office 
of, Counsellor of the State Department. 
It was the intention of the Administra- 
tion to announce’ Dr. Moore’s rotire⸗ 
ment to-morrow, but the news. got 
out and forced a formal confirmation 
this afternoon, 

While every.effort was made to make 
it @ppear that the resignation of Dr. 
Moore was a matter of amicable pre- 
arrangement, most of those persons who 
have had some: acquaintance with the 
circumstances surrounding Dr. Moore’s 
experience as counsellor find it impos- 
sible to escape the conviction that he 
was. unable to.continue longer in. the 
Administration’s service with sacrifice 
to his dignity’ and- hisfeelings. 

Dr. Mooré’s ability to keep his. own 
counsel, -and* his ‘unwillingness to say 
anything. that might be construed .into 
criticism: of .his superior officers; make 
it difficylt to get at the exact facts un- 
derlying his. retirement; but endugh.is 
known of certain difficulties that con- 
fronted him :to indicate very. clearly to 
most observers-here why-he regarded 
it as. necessary ‘to resign. 

A Temark to-day that Dr. Moore’s re- 
tiremént was a “calamity” is not con- 
sidered an exaggeration by those who 
have knowledge’ of ‘the situation in 
which the loss of his services ‘will leave 
the Administration at this: critical” pe- 
riod of international/relatons. 


Resignation Offered on Feb. 2.

This‘Is the Order Given to the Con- 
stitutionalist Commission. 


NOGALES, Sonora, March.4.—All pos- 
sible haste in reporting on the death of 
William S. Benton will be required of 
the Carranza commission, now at El 
Paso.

Marked resentment’ was shown

‘They 
also had hard work to keep their hot- 
headed compatriots from taking the 
matter up in the form of a resolution 
directed against Washington. 

According. ‘to “the report received 
here, the Washington. Government 
was not desirous of investigating the 
Benton case, since it felt sure it-would 
be forced to find Villa guilty of the 
murder of a British subject and would 
be forced to take action to obtain ‘rep- 
aration, which might involve sending 
an armed force against the Constitu- 
tionalists, for it was pointed out that 
it. would be manifestly impossible for 
Carranza to remove Villa from ‘his 
command to punish any offense of his, 
however. serious. 

It is even asserted here that the 
American Consuls along the border ad- 
vised Carranza to remove the matter 
from Villa’s hdnds, and also suggested 
that Villa transfer the body of Benton 
from Juarez to Chihuahua. It is not 
charged that the Washington Govern- 
ment instigated this action, but rather 
that the Consuls, being friendly to the 
rebels and knowing that ‘President 
Wilson did not wish tobe forced to 
take action, adopted this course <«with- 
out instructions.

RECORD IN SNOW. REMOVAL 


| Sun-Meite a¢\Much as.20,000 Men 
Clear from Streets—Many 
Days’. Work Ahead. 


»/While -New York has practically re- 
covered from. the worst effects: of ‘the 
snowstorm of Sunday and Monday, New 
Jersey towns, particularly. on, the coast 
and in the northern part’of the State, 
are still in.a badly crippled condition. 
Very few telegraph and telephone wires 
across’ New Jersey had been repaired. 
Thousauds of poles are still, down. 
Philadelphia can be reached by wire 
from New York only in a roundabout 
way through Chicago, or through the 
American: Telephone and Telegraph 
Company’s underground cable that runs 
from Boston through New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore to Washington. 
Conditions were much improved through 
upper’ New, York yesterday. 

All passenger and milk trains of .the 
railroads operating from New York City 
or the’ towns across the Hudson ran on 
regular. schedules yeSterday. The 
freight ‘service. through New Jersey is 
approaching. the normal, but on some 
lines ig still slow... The lost télegraph 
wires continued to handicap the overa- 
tion of trains on all lines running west 
except the. Lackawanna; which replaced 
the wire service with wireless. A Mar- 
coni portable wireless station was put 
up at Dover, N. J., yesterday, which, 
with the wireless stations at Hoboken. 
Scranton, and Binghamton, gave the 
Lackawanna unbroken communication 
all along ‘its line to Buffalo. The ‘wires 
between Binghamton and Buffalo with- 
stood the storm. 

Three thousand of the 30,000 .tele- 
phones in. New Jersey put out of .com- 
mission by the.storm were restored to 
service yesterday. Fifteen hundred 
were restored the day before. Many of 
the central offices in New Jersey were 
without power yesterday. In - some 
cases electric power was generated by 
the engines of automobiles stationed fn 
front of the exchanges. 

The telephone and telegraph compan- 
ies and«the railroads have put every 
available man to.work in New Jersey 
erecting poles, stretching wires and 
clearing snow from rights of way. The 
Western Union Company has_ 1,500 
— and the Pennsylvania® Railroad 

It was estimated yesterday that 
thet storm shad cost the Western Union 
Telegraph —S — the Postal — 
egraph Com go ant 000 each, and t 
New.

OFFERS TO PAY $2,327,195 


Proposal Is Refused by Virginia 
Commissioners. and Case May - 
Go Back to Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON, D..C., March 4.—The 
controversy between Virginia and West 
Virginia over. the $30,500,000. debt in- 
curred by the States before they were 
separated, bids fair to be taken to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
for a second time. At a joint meeting 
of commissions representing the States 
at the New Willard Hotel this after- 
noon, the West Virginia Commission 
notified the Virginia men that it had 
discovered an equity’ of about $5,000,000 
in securities held in the Virginia Treas- 
ury which had hitherto ‘been concealed. 
The West Virginia representatives of- 
fered to meet that State’s share ot the 
liability with a cash payment of $2,327,- 
195, which was the difference vetween 
the equity and the part of the debt ap- 
portioned to it by the Suprerhe Court. 
The offer was refused.

States Government Should Act.

I applied for 
a further patent on my invention of the wire- 
less telephone in August, 1908, and after 
having five claims allowed. by the United 
States Patent Office; which brought ‘the 
time up to October, 1910, (two" years,) I did 
not permit: the patent to issie as. 1° was 
desirous of obtaining the. other numerous 
claims to -which I was) entitled,..Thus my 
cause was left pending in the Patent Office 
until July, 1812, when my patent counsel 
withdrew from the case .and.I then found 
that all the valuable claims which had been 
alldwed me upto 1910 had been disallowed. 

Here, then, is a patent in which two years 
were required to obtain five claims, and after 
these. claims were aliowéd'to stand for nearly 
two years more, they were, curiously enough, 
tejected. If it required two years. for the 
Patent Examiner to ascertain that I was en- 
titled ‘to’ these Claims it would seem it should 
fot have taken him another two years, ap- 
proximately, to find- out that ais previous 
conclusions were in error. 

If I had sufficient funds I could even. yet 
secure a monopoly on the wireless iéleplione 
which would be at least as effectivé.ae day 
now granted under the present laws and 
conditions. As it is. my. patent is still “perid- 
ing, and I am fighting,’ against desperate 
odds it is true, but I believe, as I have al- 
Ways believed, that I shall yet win out.

No student thus receiving them 
would think of eating them unless in- 
Sane or - possessed with a suicidal in- 
tent, -Mr. Dworkin was .a first-year 
student and had no right to secure pos- 
session of any of these poisonous seeds. 
We are happy to be informéd that he 
is on the road to recovery.

Sseretary of State Announces He 
Hae Changed His Mind About 
Never Going to Sea Again. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, March 4-—Seocretary 
‘Bryan has changed his mind about go- 
ing to sea. again, On his:last leng voy- 
age he was shipwrecked and decided 
then that he would cling to terra firma 
for the rest of his life, But to-day he 
announced that he would make a-tour of 
South American countries this year. 
Mr, Bryan expects to leave here in 
August for visits to Peru, Bolivia, Chile, 
Argentina, Uruguay, Paraguay, and 
Brazil. He hopes to be back in the 
United States before the meeting of 
Congress in December and perhaps as 
early as the beginning of November. 
‘The intention of the Secretary of State 
-to make this trip became known at a

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Prices Turn Upward as Trading 
Increases—Position of _ 
the Steel Trade. 


Deeszags on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday were, twice as large as on Mon- 
day. The storm with which thé week 
opened was still being’ referred. to as a 
restrictive influence upon trading, but 
as a matter of faet.the. business done 
exceeded the -transactions on several 
days during the latter half of February, 
Of more interest than the near return 
of the market to a scale of activity ap- 
proximating that which was under way 
before the temporary interference of 
this week's storm was the fact that 
prices rose in nearly all parts of the list. 
Gains were substantial’ in: some of the 
leading issues upon which much of the 
trading operations of the session were 
centred. There was nothing, however, 
to indicate any material expansion in 
the demand for stocks arising elsewhere 
than in the Street itself. 

Day to day fluctations mean less when 
the transactions are largely in the 
hands’ of habitual traders’ than when 
there is a public movement in the mar- 
ket. At the present time the so-called 
professional operations, in the market 
seem to predominate heavily. It was 
inferred from the day’s operations, con- 
sidered in connection with the character 
of the trading during recent days, that 
a fair share of the strength which 
prices showed had its origin in short 
covering. That was induced rather by 
the absence of any positive bad news 
than by other considerations, for. there 
were no fresh developments. of impor- 
tance. The market easily becomes over- 
sold under conditions such as currently 
prevail. 

The statement of iron production in 
February proved an interesting contri- 
bution to current information bearing 
upon .trade conditions... The tonnage 
for that month was slightly in excess 
of January’s output, which means that 
the daily rate of production was con- 
siderably heavier in the second than 
in the first month of the year. .More- 
over, a larger number of furnaces weré 
in blast at the end than at the beginning 
of February. The Iron Age points out 
that the gain in production last month 
amounted ‘to, ‘11 per. cent., and if trade 
estimates are’ correct ‘the fortheoming 
unfilled order statement of the United 
States Steel Corporation will show a go0d 
increase. The Iron Trade’ Review says 
that the indications are that the in- 
crease will not fall far short of the 
gain in January, when more than 300,- 
000 tons were added. to the corporation’s 
unfilled tonnage. The other side of the 
picture is presented in the:fact that it 
is again reported that orders are fall- 
ing short of output, indicating that 
lately the steel mills have again been 
drawing on old orders... The .normal 
increase which the Spring generally 
brings may soon, however, becomé an 
actual factor, as it is already a factor 
in shaping market expectations. 

These returns from the steel trade 
would indicate that, despite. the lessen- 
ing of activity at the end of last month, 
February has carried the trade as @ 
whole further along the line-of recov- 
ery. The rate of production as this 
month opened.offered ground for the 
hope that further progress will be made 
during March, A. good deal of recent 
activity seems, however, to have arisen 
from the necessity of replenishing de- 


‘i pleted stocks, which increases the like- 


lihood of a ull in the market. If it 
were known when the railroads would 
be in a position to. buy more freely 
than they have lately been buying, it 
would be possible to see further ahead 
in the steel trade, for an active de- 
mand for supplies from the railways 
would very quickly put an entirely dif- 
ferent complexion upon this most im- 
portant industry. Nor would the in- 
fluence of -railroad buying stop there, 
for it .would, in fact, permeate into 
nearly all lines. 

In large part, fresh railroad expendi- 
tures are dependent upon ability to 
raise additional capital, and that in no 
small measure depends upon the gain- 
ing by the railroads of a more. advan- 
tageous position in respect to net rev- 
enue than they how occupy. Were the 
railroads free agents in the matter, they 
could no doubt meet. the present prob- 
lem effectively, but as matters stand 
the railways seem largely mependent 
upon rate adjustments to better their 
net revenue. Those ‘adjustments are 
still, as they have for months. past 
The passage of 
time has emphasized instead of dimin- 
ishing the importance-to the railroads 
of the decision which lies with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission.

: ‘A Loss to the Erie. 

The death of J..C.. Stuart, assistant 
.to the President of the Hrie, leaves a 
gap in the railroad service of the Hast- 
ern roads that cannot easily be filled. 
Mr. Stuart, then Vice’ President and 
General Manager, two years ago 
Plunged into the work of fighting the 
wage increases demanded by the unions 
and‘ quickly assumed leadership of the 
executive forces in the busy days that 
fedowed. Having been himself a fire- 
manmand engineer he could meet the men 
on: sympathetic grounds, and he. stood 
.to his guns in refusing to grant the ad- 
vances long. after most of the other ex- 
ecutive officers had expressed a desire 
to capitulate. -He was a fighter, and 
would. have . seen. the strike threat 
through to a finish had not public 
opinion,. a8 interpreted by the authori- 
ties at Washington; forced arbitration 
on both parties. He had a great ca- 
pacity for work, and President Under- 
wood gives credit to him for a large 
share in thé improvement in the Erie’s 
operating department in the past five 
years. ‘ 

‘'They talk about increased. cost of 
living’ as an excuse for advancing 
wages,” said Mr. Stuart, when tl® en- 
gineers and firemen were talking strike, 
“yet they start off each day with a 
pocketful of. cigars. and buy their 
lunches, When I wore overalls it was 
a clay pipe after hours and a five-cent 
smoke after Sunday dinner. We carried 
our lunch in a tin pail.’’

Big Decrease for Reading. 

What a mild Winter does to the coal 
business is well illustrated by the state- 
ment for January and the seven months, 
issued by the Reading Companies yes- 
terday. 
Company's. receipts declined $844,000, 
and for seven months $7,839,000. The 
Railway Company’s revenues for the 
month were off $609,000, and for the 
longer period $1,462,000. Expenses were 
reduced slightly in January, but for the 
seven months they ran ahead of last 
year’s total, so that the railway’s net 
earnings lost..$557,000 in January and 
$2,676,000 from July to January, in- 
clusive. The coal business brought in 
only $95,000 net in January of this year 
as against $560,000 last year. After 
making allowances for taxes and inter- 
est the surplus of all companies’ was 
only. $637,000 in January, a loss of $1,- 
052,000,- and $5,488,000 for the seven 
months, a loss of $5,896,000.

Great Northern’s New President. 

It is seldom that a change-in the 
Presidency of a railroad can be accom- 
plished with so little disturbance as will 
take place when C. R. Gray is succeeded 
on‘the Great Northern by Louis W. Hill. 
Mr. Hill has been President of that road 
before, and as Chairman his duties have 
not been very different. He was made 
Chairman at his own request, so that 
he might have more time for agricul- 
tural development’ work, and he can 
slip on his old coat again without help. 
A Hill has always been at the head of 
the Great Northern organization, and a 
Hill will continue there, no matter what 
his title.

Floor Traders Still Bearish. 


Some of the leading floor traders have 
been persistently bearish toward stocks 
ever since the first of the year,.and 
the substantfal upturn of prices yester- 
day. on comparatively small trading 
caused them to change their opinion not 
at all. Friends of certain’ of these 
brokers—other . brokers who confine 
their work to the busifiess ‘of customers 
~have taken them aside and talked 
earnestly about bettering political con- 
ditions, the chances of a settlement of 
the Mexican troubles, and approaching 
reports on crop conditions which prom- 
ise to be encouraging. The argument 
backed by these factors has been that 
stocks were headed upward instead of 
downward. Persuasion has brought 
little result. The traders aré bearish, 
and the fact that their inclinations have 
lost them money often and brought in 
profits far less frequently has not 
caused them to doubt the wisdom of 
their course. Yesterday’s market was 
not exactly narrow, and the leading 
speculative issues received consider- 
ably less attention in proportion to their 
prominence than a number of the minor 
stocks.
